! gunizer of spring hats, she is simply an 
object of compassion. 

Tlic Banana, 

It is acknowledged that no other plant 
, will yield so much food for mau on an 
; acre of ground as the banana, or yield 
! it with so little outlay of labor. Where 
| the mean temperature is about 82 deg. 

I Fahrenheit tho yield per acre is about 
seventy-live tons. Even when the mean 
: temperature is as low as 75 degrees or 
1 7(1 degrees its cultivation is still udvan- 
| tngeouH ; a mean at 70 degrees gives a 
I middling return, but when it sinks to 
I (HI degrees the product fails to bo ro- 
I muuerutivc. Under the most favorable 
conditions a single tree will yield three 
1 crops in a year, of seventy-five pounds 
each. It is propagated by offsets or 
I suckers, and requires a soil rich and 
I humid, but care must be taken that it 
he well drained, either naturally or by 
artificial means. Of the total weight of 
the fruit nearly thirty-seven per cent, 
must be deducted for the rind, the re¬ 
mainder beiugedible. While tlio biuiuim 
is green, it is mainly starchy, but as it 
ripens this is changed into sugar and 
gum. lu the tropical countries where 
it grows it is mainly used green, aud 
! stripped of its riml and roasted under 
hot ashes. It is often dried in a baker's 
oven, by which it loses sixty* per cent. 

| of its weight and becomes hard and 
j translucent, und is used instead of bis- 
j cuit in forest journeys and coast voyages 
by the natives. The fruit is very nutri¬ 
tious, even when only half ripe; six 
I and one-half pounds of it, together 
with two ounces of salted meat, have 
I been, in many eases, the regular daily 
| food for laborers in many buuanu-grow- 
' mg regions. It was proposed many 
' years ago to grind dried bananas to 
flour for export to Europe, us a staple 
article of food, but the project seems to 
' lmve come to nothing. Considering the 
! large amount of starch contained in the 
unripe fruit, and the sugar in that al¬ 
lowed to ripen, it would seem perfectly 
feasible to use it in the manufacture of 
1 alcohol, etc., in the sume mnuuer that 
| potatoes are now applied to such pur- 
| pose. 

Tlio Alligator. 

In one of her letters from Florida, 
Mrs. Stowe thus writes of the alligator; 

, “Amid this serpent-like und convoluted 
I jungle of scaly root, how*natural to find 
the scaly alligator, looking, like an nni- 
! muted form of the vegetable world 
1 around. Sluggish, unwieldy, he seems 
a half-developed animal, coming up 
from a plant—perhaps a link from plant 
to animal. In memory, perhaps, of a 
previous woodland life, he tills his 
stomach with pine knots and bits of 
' hoards, wherever lie can find one to 
chew. It is liis way of taking tobacco. 

I have been with a hunter who dissected 
one of these animals, ami seen him 
take* from his stomach a mass of brick, 
worn smooth, as if tin* digestive fluids 
had somewhut corroded them. The 
for** log aud paw of the ulligator has a 
pitiful and rather shocking resend Junco 
to the human baud, and the muscular 
power is so grout that iuease of the par¬ 
ticular ulligator I speak of, even uftcr 
his head wus taken off, when the in¬ 
cision was made into the pectoral mus¬ 
cle for the purpose of skinning, liis 
black hand and urnis rose up nml gave 
the operutor quite a formidable push iu 
tlio chest.”

Color of the Ocean. 

Tlic green color of tho ocean, says ' 
Prof. Tyndall, is, I think, correctly ac- j 
counted for in " Hours of Exercise in the 
Alps.” In crossing the Atlautie, I 
had frequent opponunitics of testing ! 
the explanation thero given. Lookeu I 
properly down upon, there are portions | 
of the ocean to which we should hardly I 
ascribe a trace of blue ; at tho most, a ! 
hint of indigo reaches the eye. The j 
water, indeed, is practically black, and I 
this is an indication both of its depth | 
and its freedom from mechanically sum- | 
pended matter. In small thicknesses J 
water is sensibly transparent to all! 
kinds of light; but as the thickness in* j 
creases, the rays of low refrangihility j 
are first absorbed, ami after them the j 
other rays. Where, therefore, tho wa-1 
ter is very deep and very pure, all the t 
colors are absorbed, and such water j 
ought to appear black, us no light is 
sent from its interior to the eye. The 
approximation of the Atlantic ocean to 
this condition is an indication of its ex¬ 
treme purity. 

Throw a w hole pebble into such water: 
as it sinks it becomes greener and l 
I greener, nnd, before it disappears, it | 
reaches a vivid blue green. Break such j 
a pebble into fragments, each of these 
will appear liko the unbroken mass ; 
grind the pebble to powder, every par- 
i tide will yield its modicum of green ; 

! and if the particles be so fine ns to re- 
1 main suspended in the water, tho scat¬ 
tered light will be a uniform green, 
Hence the greenness of shoal water. You 
! go to bed with the black Atlantic around 
! you. You riso in the morning nnd find 
it a vivid green ; and you correctly in- 
I fer that you are crossiug the bnuk of 
Newfoundland. Such water is found 
charged with fine matter in n state of 
mechanical suspension. The light from 
\ the bottom may sometimes come into 
play, but it is not necessary. A storm 
can render the water muddy by render- 
I ing tho particles too numerous and | 
gross. Such a case occurred towards 
the end of my visit to Niagara. There 
had boon rain and storm in the upper- 
hike regions, and the quantity of sus¬ 
pended matter brought down quite, ex¬ 
tinguished the fascinating green of the 
Horseshoe. 

Nothing ran he more superb than the 
i green of the Atlantic waves when the 
circumstances nro favorable to the ex¬ 
hibition of the color. As long as a 
wave remains unbroken no color ap¬ 
pears; hut when the foam just doubles 
over tiie crest liko an Alpine snow-cor¬ 
nice, under the cornice wo often see a 
display of the most exquisite green. ! 
It is metallic in its brilliancy. But the ( 
foam is necessary for its production, i 
The foam is first, illuminated, and it j 
scatters the light in all directions ; the j 
light which passes through the higher i 
portion of tho wave alone reaches tho j 
eye, and gives to that portion its match¬ 
less color. The folding of the wave, | 
producing, as it does, a series of longi-; 
tudinul protuberances and furrows 
which act like cylindrical lenses, in- ( 
traduces variations in the intensity of 
the light, and materially enhances its 

beauty. _

The Three Richest Men iu America. 

Tho New York correspondent of the 1 
Cincinnati Commercial writes: “The 
three richest men in America are AVm. 
B. Ah tor. A. T. Stewart, and Coin- | 
modore Vanderbilt—all residents of 
New Y’ork City. Astor’s wealth is main¬ 
ly in real estate ami its revenues ; Van -1 
clerbilt’s is mainly in railroad stocks and j 
their dividends ; Stewart’s i« in goods, ; 
houses, stores, factories, hinds, and | 
stocks. Tho aggregate wealth of each j 
ono of them is supposed to he some¬ 
where between seventy-five and a hun- j 
dred millions, which looks rather heavy. 

Nobody knows exactly; they could *t 
tell themselves within a million or two. 
Those who know most about their 
affairs put their figures highest, und 
say that the income tax of a few years , 
ngo, which showed each one of them to 
be worth between twenty nnd thirty 
millions, gave no proper idea of their 
real wealth. Ahtor lives unostenta- i 
tiously; Vanderbilt lives in a three-1 
story brick house iu a third-class street; 
and Stewart lives in e. marble palace on 
Fifth avenue, more magnificent than 
any other residence on the American 
Continent, and equalled by but few iu 
any of tlio great cities of Europe. 
Astor and A’andwrbilt are New Yorkers 
by birth; Stewart is a native of the 
north of Ireland. Astor is a large, 
heavy mail of seventy, with strong 
features uml a rubicund face, indicative 
of high living ; Stewart is a medium 
hi zed man, ratuer slender and tall, with 
a face like a parchment, ami gives tin* 
impression of being hard-up ; Vander¬ 
bilt is a tall, slim, handsome proud- 
looking man of nearly eighty, straight j 
as un arrow. Astor has heirs to his es¬ 
tate. A’uuderbilt has children to whom 
heeau leave his fortune; but Stewart iu 
childless. Autor’s public benefactions 
are confined to something like a couple 
of hundred thousand dollars, which he 
gave to tho Astor library, aud the two 
golden candlesticks, nine feet high, 
which he recently gave to Trinity 
Church. Vanderbilt inis never made 
any public benefactions, excepting a 
steamship to tlu* Govt rument during 
tlu* war, till very recently, when he gave 
a ‘million dollars for ediicutioiml pur¬ 
poses—one half of this sum ti) found a 
university in Tennessee, und tho other 
half to an other educational institution. 
Stewart has always had the reputation 
of being very close-fisted ; but lie must 
be credited with liis million dollar 
“ Home for AA’omen,” which will be 
completed next year. Astor is an in¬ 
dependent Methodist, and Stewart is 
said to he inclined to thinking for him- 
w« If. Stewart is a scholarly man ; Van¬ 
derbilt is not. Astor is un accomplish¬ 
ed man of the world.”

Town Meeting. —At the town meeting 
hehl at the Town Hall, on Friday, June 
271 I 1 , (ieo. 1). Willis was chosen modera¬ 
tor. 

The 2 d article of the warrant was then 
discussed, which was “To see if the Town 
will vote to instruct the Soldiers Monu¬ 
ment Committee to place 'Tablets in the 
Free Public Library, or to erect a Granite 
Monument near the Town House, or take 
any action with reference to a memorial 
to" our deceased soldiers that they may 
deem proper.*’ 

It was voted unanimously that the Sol¬ 
diers’ Monument Committee be instructed 
to prepare and erect upon some part of 
the Town land near the Town House, a 
Statue cut in Granite, in accordance with 
a plan submitted and marked No. I, at a 
cost not exceeding f 5000 above the loun- 
dation. 

Under the 3 d article it was voted that 
the sum of twenty-five hundred dollars be 
raised and appropriated, and so much of 
the same as may be necessary, be placed 
at the disjKJsalof the Soldiers Momument 
Committee, for the erection of a Monu¬ 
mental Statue to our deceased .soldiers in ( 
accordance with a vote passed at this 
meeting, together with all monies already 
voted to be appropriated for this purpose 
by the town. 

Under the 4 th article it was voted to 
submit the whole matter of providing 
Lock-ups to the judgment of the Select¬ 
men, also in relation to changing the lo¬ 
cation of the almshouse. 

The Soldiers’ Monument. —The mat¬ 
ter of erecting .1 Soldiers’ Monument in 
Braintree has, for various reasons, been 
long delayed, but the liberal vote of the 
town will now enable the Committee to 
proceed with their work immediately, and 
our citizens may expect to see, before the 
I year closes, a Monument, beautiful in de¬ 
sign, elaborate in workmanship, and wor- 
1 thy the brave men who died to save their 
country. It will probably be on the town 
land between the Town House and New 
Public Library. 

Call. -The First Congregational Church 
has voted to extend a call to Rev. Thomas 
A. Emerson to settle with them in the 
horse I Gospel as colleague with Dr. Sion's ; the 
Parish subsequently concurred with said 
vote.

Tho following extracts from tho offi¬ 
cial records of the Post-office Depart¬ 
ment, up to June, 1873, will bo found 
useful to our renders both for present | 
perusal nml future reference : 

Letters addressed to initials or to a 
box (without personal address) are not 
deliverable under tho rulings of tho , 
Department. 

Printed cards containing no writing 
oxcept the address may bo sent through 
the mails prepaid by a one-cent postage 1 
stamp, if under two ounces in weight. 

Writing on a circular, in addition to 
tho address, subjects it to letter post¬ 
age. 

When a subscriber to a paper or 
periodical shows a receipt for postage 1 
paid at his former residence for ono or 
more quarters in advance, tho publica¬ 
tion should bo delivered to him for tho 
unexpired time paid for, provided it is 
mailed direct from the office of publi¬ 
cation aud not remailed from his former 
residence. If remailed from his former 
residence (without prepayment of post¬ 
age) double rates must be collected on 
delivery. 

Newspaper exchanges ceased to pass 
free after Juno 30, 1873. 

The law forbids I*. M.’s to give cridit. 
They should not deliver any letters, 
paper, pamphlet, magazine, or other 
package till the postage is paid. Code, 
sec. 43. 

Newspapers of small size, issued less 
frequently than once a week, may bo 
sent in packages to ono address at the 
rate of one cent for each package not 
exceeding four ounces in weight. Code, 
sec. 100. The postnge to be paid quar¬ 
terly or yearly iu advance. 

When a subscriber refuses a paper, 
it is the duty of the P. M. to send a no¬ 
tice to tho publisher, through tho P. 
M. at tlio mailing office, as required 
by sec. 302, Regulations, 1800. 

Two postal cards joined together— 
ono containing an inquiry nnd the other 
iu blank for a reply—cannot be sent by 
mail. In such n case it would be tho 
duty of tho postmaster at tho mailing 
office to cancel both, thus rendering the 
one intended for reply worthless. 

When packages of newspapers are 
received ut a post-office directed to one 
address and the names of the subscri¬ 
ber to whom they belong, with tho post¬ 
age for a quarter in advance, ia handed 
to tho postmaster, lie should deliver 
them accordingly, provided they aro 
properly folded. Code, secs. 138 and 139. 

Postal cards having obscene matter 
written or printed on them should not 
be sent forward my mail. 

Postage must bo paid before delivery 
on newspapers aud other periodicals 
sent from a known office of publication 
to subscribers, for not less than one 
quarter nor more than one year, at 
either the office of mailing or delivery 
—commencing at any time, and to bo 
accounted for in the quarter in which it 
is received. 

A circular inclosed in the regular 
issue of a newspaper subjects it to tran¬ 
sient rates of postage, and reaching the 
office of delivery without prepayment, 
the rate should be doubled. 

Newspapers having writing on their 
margins are subject to letter postage, 
and postmasters should collect postage 
at letter rates on all papers having writ¬ 
ing on them when found in the mails. 

Any writing on third-class matter, in 
addition to the address, subjects it to 
letter postage. 

No law was passed by Congress com¬ 
pelling subscribers to regulur newspa¬ 
pers, etc., to pay quarterly postage in 
the mailing office in advance after .Inly 
1, 1873. They umy pay at either 
1 office after July 1, as now.
